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Conservative Win 
Is Pleasing to U.S. 


Although the final outcome still is not 
definite, it appears conclusive that the 
Conservatives have won comfortable 
majorities in the British elections. They 
could rule Britain for the next five years, 
barring unforeseen contingencies, and Sir 
Anthony Eden will remain as Prime 
Minister. 

The news is good for America and for 
continued cooperation between the Eng- 
lish-speaking nations. Sir Anthony has 
made this cooperation a cornerstone of 
his career, as did Sir Winston Churchill 
before him. An able man, he is expected 
to guide Britain with confidence and 
ability. 

Had the Laborites won, there is no 
assurance at all that British policies would 
have been aligned with those of the 
United States. They would, at least, have 
been more neutralist in tone, and U.S. 
problems in world diplomacy would have 
been magnified. 

Although the Conservatives still dif- 
fer with some of our approaches to foreign 
policy, they have supported us consistently 
in attempting to build a unified West. The 
differences have been mainly in conflicts 
of purely national interests. 

When the Churchill government took 
over from the Laborites in 1950, Britain 
was facing another internal and interna- 
tional financial crisis. Since that time, re- 
covery has been phenomenal and the drift 
toward socialism has been checked. After 
years. of austerity and hard work, the 
average British citizen is now enjoying the 
highest peak of prosperity in history. 

In 1950, the Laborites scoffed at the 
Conservatives’ housing plan and said there 
would be millions of unemployed under a 
Tory government. Quite the contrary. To- 
day there is a labor shortage and more 
houses are being built annually than ever 
before. The British have more consumer 
goods than at any previous period. 

More than 80 per cent of the British 
electorate cast their ballots and the result 
can be interpreted as expressing the true 
state of British opinion. 

The United States, of course, is pleased 
at the outcome. They like and respect Sir 
Anthony Eden. They distrust Clement 
Attlee and Aneurin Bevan and will be 
quite pleased to see them now go at each 
other in a struggle to the finish. 
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Modern Water Code Is 
Part of Our Progress 


The members of the Georgia Water 
Law Revision Commission will hold their 
first official meeting in Atlanta on June l. 

The commission was appointed in 
April by Gov. Marvin Griffin. Its object 1s 
to study the state’s water resources and 
recommend legislation that will conserve 
the supply and protect the consumer. 

A plentiful supply of water no longer 


can be taken for granted. Urbanization _ 


and industry already are making heavy 
demands on streams and underground 
water supplies. Individual consumption is 
up, too, and irrigation is becoming more 
and more of a part of the farming 
program. 

The commission will study the prob- 
lem of stream pollution, the right of in- 
dustries to draw water from streams, 
protection of cities’ water supply, regula- 
tion of dam _ construction, and other 
related facts of this all-important matter. 

The work of this committee will affect 
the lives of everybody—businessmen, 
sportsmen, farmers and the salaried city 
dweller. With normally abundant rainfall 
and a scattered population, mainly on the 
farm, the old Georgia had no reason to 
concern itself with a water shortage. 

For the new Georgia, though, a water 
crisis looms inevitably. Industrialization, 
urbanization and irrigation are among 
the most important contributing factors. 

An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure, and prevention is sub- 
stantially this committee's job.

What followed, of course, was the era 
we know as the cold war—the rape of 
Czechoslovakia, the Berlin Blockade, the 
Chinese Communist victory and the 
Korean War. 

Something else occurred also. Aware 
at last of their danger, the Western pow- 
ers unified themselves. The Truman Doc-~ 
trine to save Greece and Turkey followed. 

“The Marshall Plan was born to give eco- 
‘nomic and military aid to threatened 
nations. NATO followed. 

. The united Western nations checked 
‘the Communists in Iran, in Greece, in

Turkey and in Korea. Their economic and 
military strength grew in such propor- 
tions that no longer could the Commu- 
nists win easy victories through threat and 
bluster. Entry of Germany on the side of 
the Western alliance is their greatest 
defeat. 

The Communists have not won a major 
victory since the conquest of China. 
Economic pressures brought about by the 
armaments race and

that internal troubles have become more 
and more apparent to the outside.

A dequate Road § ystem 
Is an Absolute Must 


The Senate has sent to the House of 
Representatives the Gore Bill, a 
Fisenhower’s highway 
building measure. In all likelihood, the 
House will pass it in substantially the 
same form as the Senate, since voting was 
almost strictly along party lines. 

The Gore proposal calls for federal and 
state expenditures of: $17,941,000,000 in 
the next five-year period to help mod- 
ernize the nation’s highway system. 

The President's measure would have 
called for expenditures of $39,100,000,000 
of state and federal funds over a 10- 
year period. 

Major differences in the two meas- 
ures are that the Gore Bill must be fi- 


substi- 


nanced out of regular appropriations while’ 


the President’s measure called for a special 
bond issue to be paid off in 30 years by 
annual appropriations. 

As far as it affects the states, the 
Gore Bill will cost them much more in 
matching funds. It provides for federal 
funds of $12,580,000,000 that must be 
matched by $5,361,000,000 in state ap- 
propriations. 

Under the Eisenhower proposal, the 
Federal Government would have put up 
$32,000,000,000 in the 10-year period 
while the states’ share would have been 
$7,100,000,000. In other words, under the 
Gore formula, the states must put up 
about a third more. This applied to 
Georgia means more than doubling pres- 
ent matching funds for federal aid—which 
the State Highway Department says we 
cannot now afford. 

Whether or not the Gore Bill will do 
the job needed is still to be determined. 
But the need for modernization of the na- 
tion’s highway system is_ undisputed. 
Adequate highways are an absolute must 
under present conditions of the economy, 
national defense needs and traffic safety. 

The present traffic jams on our high- 
ways are nothing compared to 10 years 
hence unless the roads are improved. The 
current toll of waste alone in transporta- 
tion costs is estimated to be at least $3,- 
000,000,000. In addition to other billions 
in property losses, traffic accidents are 
costing us 36,000 lives a year. 

An adequate road system would be 
cheap at half the price, whether it be the 
Gore Bill or that of President Eisenhower. 
Something has to be done.

Such is the frank warning of- 
fered in an article published in 
This Week, a syndicated magazine 
distributed by the Globe-Democrat 
and 34 other United States news- 
papers, with a combined reader- 
ship of more than 24,000,000. The 
author is—of all people—Frank 
C. Baxter, an outstanding star of 
educational television. 


Dr. Baxter is an English litera- 
ture professor at the University of 
Southern California. But he was 
little known before his series of 
video programs for educational 
stations, in which he reads Shake- 
speare and other ‘“‘highbrow’’ writ- 
ers so zealously he has sometimes 
been called the ‘Liberace of the 
Library.’’ Prof. Baxter says he is 
not peddling sugarcoated, culture 
pills. TV is an excellent medium, 
he considers, to spark an interest 
in reading. It cannot take the place 
of reading, he advises. Nothing 
can. 

So impressed with the Baxter 
story was This Week’s editor, 
William Nichols, he decided to 
follow it up with other articles in 
a national ‘‘Wake Up and Read,” 
program. This is a_ profoundly 
needed type of public service, and 
should prove stimulating as well 
as controversial throughout the 
nation. 


The second contribution in the 
This Week series will deal with 
the reasons why, as Rudolph 
Flesch observes, ‘‘Johnny Can't 
Read.”’ In recent years one of the 
worst problems in education has 
been incompetence, often plain in- 
ability of pupils to read. Special 
“remedial reading’ courses have 
been introduced to teach young- 
sters reading in upper grades. 


Lack of reading skill is one of the 
most significant causes of failure 
in school. Obviously something is 
wrong with methods. 

The backbone of mental, moral, 
cultural development is extensive 
reading. Civilization dates from the 
first ideographs carved on stone 
slabs. It has grown and flourished 
as the printed word has grown and 
ideas, mores, philosophy and art 
have found expression on the 
printed page. It will contract and 
atrophy if we slough or abandon 
reading. 

As a brand-new generation rises, 
confronted by brand-new imple- 
ments of life, we face more rigor- 
ous obligations of guidance and 
judgment. There is a tendency to 
consider TV, picture books, movies 
and radio easy avenues to all the 
education a child needs beyond 


compulsory grades. These are 
aids, not substitutes for the 
keystone of the basic. three 
Rs—reading. 


This has often been called an 
age of technology, of science. It 
is so primarily because of vast 
reading by its leaders, reading 
that stimulates experiment, 
thought, more study. As the world 
becomes more articulate, it be- 
comes more a crucible of ideas, 
some magnificent, some evil. 
Among the historic malignancies 
of all time is the spread of Com- 
munism, an idea, an _ ideology 
grown to monstrous size by propa- 
ganda — largely the printed word. 
Only through a civilization, con- 
ditioned by greater wisdom and 
purpose, shall such an ideolégy be 
frustrated. Such wisdom and such 
purpose come from. extensive, 
more intelligent reading. 


being. When life departs, the flesh 
becomes a hostile threat to the 
living and cries out to be resolved 
into the borrowed elements of 
which it was composed. 

Science knows of no better, more 
harmonious or more reverent way 
than by the ‘“‘sacred flame."’ It is 
so pure and clean—and tremen- 
dously beautiful to contemplate— 
when ‘‘the inevitable’ does come. 
But the grave? It is shockingly 
impure, unclean and ugly. We re- 
fuse to think of it. Here we see 
the hideous ‘“‘corruption of con- 
formity.”’

This Ecuadoran baby doctor has 
a theory, too.

Speaking of the needle, Sir Char- 
les Edward Mortimer, for years 
Minister of Health in Kenya Col- 
ony, Africa, says the Africans in 
Kenya are turning to it (the needle, 
that is) as the new magic that re- 
places the witch doctor.

We do not think that West's de- 
fense was quite inspired, for it 
seems to me that he should have 
been able to visualize nine tricks 
for declarer in the absence of a 
drastic defense. The shift to a 
spade should have strongly sug- 
gested itself to West. However, had 
South won the opening lead with 
the jack of hearts in dummy, the 
impulse to shift would probably 
have been irresistible.

Georgia’s poultry is growing by the 
peck. And there isn’t a spring chicken in 
the lot. 

They disappeared 20 years ago when 
Georgia was named the poultry state of 
the nation in 1935. Now broilers, they 
were once known as spring chickens he- 
cause that’s the only time thev were 
available. 

That was back in the davs when a 
frver couldn't .weigh more than two 
pounds, and a broiler never passed one 
and one-half pounds. After that point they 
had lost their tender wavs. 

Now the chicken never gets its feet 
on the ground. He's strictly an assembly- 
line chick. 

The average fryer checks in at three 
mounds and dresses out at about two and 
one-fourth pounds. The broiler is a neat 
one and one-half to two and one-half 
pounds. 

Once ready for market thev are 
whisked away to a packing plant, 75 per 
cent to leave. ice-packed in travs. Fifteen 
to 20 per cent are frozen. The rest ap- 
near in various forms such as whole o1 
without packing. 

There are about 30 broiler-producing 
counties in Georera, most of them in the 
northern part of the state. Productio) 
rose from 500,000 broiler-fryers in 1935 
to 154,471,000 in 19954.

After a series of inspections, cleaning, 
chilling and weighing, the chickens are 
frozen at 30 degrees below zero in blast 
freezing tunnels. The air, blown in at a 
hich velocity, is completely changed every 
three minutes. They are stored at a 
temperature of zero. 

The chickens both frozen and _ ice- 
packed are packaged in nine ways—wings, 
breasts, thighs, livers, drumsticks, backs, 
cizzards, hearts and whole. Most packages 
are of the one-pound size, except those 
containing backs which are in two and 
five-pound units, and livers which are 
packed in half-pound packages. 

Sixty per cent of the chickens frozen 
and ice-packed are packaged in select

Simmer all ingredients for sauce 
about 30 minutes or until onions are ten- 
der. Split or cut up chicken. Fry in deep 
fat heated to 350 degrees about eight min- 
utes to brown. Place chicken skin down 
in single layer in baking pans. Pour sauce 
over chicken.

Continue 
baking 30 minutes. until fork-tender and 
well coated with sauce. 

This chicken may be wrapped and 
frozen at zero degree or colder.
